Following the 
drought 1931 there was also 
sharp recovery milk production 
per cow. August milk pro- 
duction per cow, reported crop 
correspondents, was the lowest 
record for that date, being eight 
per cent below the five year average 
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(1925 1929), while November 
milk production per cow was the 
highest record for that date and 
four per cent above average. This 
change was due heavier feeding 
grain and favorable pastures 
during the late fall, which some 
sections were better than during the 
summer. 

During the coming months milk 
production per cow will depend 
large extent the rate feeding 
and weather conditions. The 
total production corn, oats, bar- 
ley and grain sorghum combined, 
1930, was less than average, but 
farmers have been feeding large 
quantities wheat. Production 
mill feeds below average but 
exports are low. Allowing for 
wheat and cottonseed being fed and 
for the decline exports, the total 
tonnage grain, mill feeds and 
concentrates available for feeding 
about average.

Feeding practices are also widely 
different different sections the 
country. According recent 
survey Wisconsin farmers fed thirty- 
two pounds grain per 100 pounds 
milk sold; only six pounds 
about one-fifth was purchased grain. 
Massachusetts and Connecticut 
farmers fed forty-five pounds 
grain per 100 pounds milk sold, all 
which was purchased grain. the 
Middle West home-grown feeds are 
the basis dairy production while 
the northeast farmers depend 
largely purchased grain and 
home-grown roughage. 

The hay crop the northeastern 
states 1931 was about ten per 
cent larger than 1930, while the 
production feed grains was about 
thirty per cent larger, and eight 
per cent more than the five year 
average. Production feed grains 
was large, but the farmers the 
northeastern states always purchase 
large quantities dairy feeds. 

the eastern Corn Belt the 1931 
production both feed grains and 
hay was decidedly larger than 
1930. the western Corn Belt, 
however, including the intensive 


tion reported that cows were re- 
ceiving about one-half their total 
feed from pastures and stalkfields, 
and December were receiving 
about twenty-two per cent their 
feed from this source. This use 
pasture has tended offset the 
effect relatively small feed sup- 
ply. 

the South Atlantic and South 
Central States the production 
feed grains 1931 was much larger 
than 1930 and larger than the 
five year average. The hay crop 
was also larger thanin 1930. There 
was also large crop cotton and 
cottonseed 1930 with low prices 
for cottonseed-meal. These factors 
will tend stimulate dairying 
the South and make the South more 
self-sufficient regard dairy 
products. 

the Mountain and Pacific 
Coast States the production feed 
grains and hay was less than last 
year. 

producing regions are selling grain 
while butter fat prices are ap- 
proximately the same pre-war level. 
This will tend stimulate the mar- 
keting grain butter fat. The 


great disparity feed prices be- 
tween the northeast and the Corn 
Belt, due the high level freight 
rates compared with commodity 
prices, will make more difficult for 
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northeastern farmers produce 
milk for manufacturing purposes 
competition with mid-western 
ers. High freight rates stimulate 
the shipment concentrated dairy 
products (as cream, butter, cheese, 
condensed and evaporated milk) 
rather than feeds. 

The significance the differences 
cost purchased grain used per 
100 pounds milk sold appears 
when one considers the possible com- 
petition Wisconsin other mid- 
dle western states with the New 
England States supplying the 
eastern cities with milk and cream. 
The difference between the cost 
shipping 100 pounds milk from 
St. Paul, Minnesota, Boston, 
compared with the cost shipping 
the same quantity from Burlington, 
Vermont, Boston, $1.74. The 
cream from 100 pounds milk can 
shipped from St. Paul Boston 
cost only twenty cents more 
than shipped from Burlington 
Boston. The freight differential 
milk greater than the difference 
cost purchased feed between 
these areas, whereas the freight 
differential cream less than 


any difference cost purchased 
feed. 


Production 
Slightly Larger 

combined production the 

important manufactured dairy 
products during the first ten months 
1931, milk-equivalent basis, 
estimated have been about one- 
tenth one per cent larger than 
during the corresponding period 
1930. There were large increases 
the production creamery but- 
ter and evaporated milk during the 
months from January April, but 
with the development unfavora- 
ble production conditions mid- 
summer, especially the intensive 
dairy states the Middle West, 
production declined sharply 
level below that the preceding 
year. For the first ten months 
1931 the production creamery 
butter 1,393,000,000 pounds was 
only 0.9 per cent more than for the 
same months 1930. The de- 
creases production during the 
summer months were confined large- 


Minnesota, Iowa, the Dakotas, 


Kansas, Nebraska and Missouri. 
October production, however, was 
greater than October, 1930, and 
weekly reports for early November 
indicated that production was con- 
tinuing heavier rate than held 
true year ago. 

Production evaporated milk 
the period from January October, 
1931, was estimated twenty- 
one per cent less than 1930, while 
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condensed milk production was 
nineteen per cent less. The esti- 
mated production all cheese dur- 
ing the same period was 2.1 per 
cent less than last year. large 
part this change was due the 
very unfavorable season Wiscon- 
sin, where large part the domes- 
tic cheese produced. 

most the important fluid- 
milk areas, pastures during 1931 
were not seriously affected the 
drought other sections and, 
with more cows farms, dealers’ 
purchases per producer were larger 
than 1930. 


Storage Stocks Smaller 


ORTUNATELY the storage stocks 

_of dairy products are considera- 
bly smaller than year ago. With 
the general decline prices during 
the last three years prices butter 
and cheese during the out-of-storage 
season were often lower than during 
the into-storage season. Because 
this, storage operators were re- 
luctant store during the early 
part the storage season. The 
sharp curtailment production 
the drought period and the marked 
rise prices, started heavy out- 
of-storage movement much earlier 
than usual, and storage holdings 
were reduced the lowest levels 
many years. November cold 
storage holdings creamery butter 
56,200,000 pounds were only 
about one-half great year 
ago and the lowest for November 
record, since the cold storage re- 
ports were started 1915. 

Cold storage holdings American 
cheese November 64,100,000 
pounds were about nineteen per cent 
less than year earlier and the 
smallest for November since 1927. 
Stocks evaporated milk and con- 
densed milk manufacturers’ hands 
November were also greatly 
reduced from 
period year ago. milk- 
equivalent basis stocks butter, 
cheese and condensed and evaporat- 
milk November were forty- 
one per cent less than year ago and 
about forty per cent less than the 
five year (1925-1929) average. 


Low Prices Stimulate 
Consumption 


prices encouraged the 
consumption butter, whereas 
the consumption some dairy 
products was reduced the de- 
Pression. Retail prices butter 
were the lowest twenty years. 
This caused shift consump- 
tion from oleomargarine butter. 
During the first nine months 1931 
Production oleomargarine was 
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about 70,000,000 pounds, thirty- 
one per cent less than during the 
same months 1930. Butter con- 
sumption during the first ten months 
the year appeared about 
two per cent greater than during the 
same period the past year. Un- 
employment and reduced purchas- 
ing power cities apparently re- 
duced the consumption fluid milk 
and cheese, but this was offset 
some extent increase the 
consumption evaporated milk. 


Prices Drop 

general decline prices 

dairy products during the last 
two and half three years has 
been influenced primarily the 
general deflation commodity 
prices and the business depression 
rather than any unusually large 
supplies the United States. Dur- 
ing periods deflation all prices 
not fall the same time nor they 
amount. This uneven 
decline prices and the tendency 
for wages and distributing charges 
decline slowly, cause many mal- 
adjustments. 

From January, 1929, October, 
1931, the general level wholesale 
prices the United States declined 
thirty per cent approximately the 
pre-war level. Farm prices during 
this same period declined practically 
fifty per cent, and October 
they were thirty-two per cent less 
than pre-war. During this period 
generally declining prices, the 
farm price feed grains declined 
sixty-four per cent compared with 
decline about thirty-five per 
cent farm prices dairy products. 

The price ninety-two score 
butter New York reached low 
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point for the period decline the 
last three years, June, the price 
was 23.3 cents. Cheese prices 
the Wisconsin Cheese Exchange 
(twins) reached low 10.4 cents 
May. During the late spring and 
early summer months butter pro- 
duction was greater than the cor- 
responding months the preceding 
year. Storage operators were re- 
luctant store butter because 
the unfavorable operations the 
1929-30 and 1930-31 seasons and, 
with the decline business activity, 
prices butter and cheese dropped 
the lowest levels twenty years. 
the development unfavor- 
able pastures, particularly the 
Middle West and the unusual cur- 
tailment production, butter and 
cheese prices rose sharply during 
July, August, September and early 
October. This rise prices oc- 
curred even though demand con- 
ditions, employment and payrolls 
continued decline. 


With some imports Canadian 
butter and the increase produc- 
tion, prices declined sharply from 
the high level 35.5 cents mid- 
October and averaged about thirty- 
one cents for November. During 
periods generally declining prices, 
fluid-milk prices tend decline less 
and decline later than butter and 
cheese prices, and periods ris- 
ing prices they rise later and less 
rapidly. From January, 1929, 
June, 1931, milk distributors’ buy- 
ing prices for fluid milk for city use 
declined about twenty-five per cent 
compared with decline about 
fifty per cent butter and cheese 
prices.

was that Arthur Moulton Ridgefield, 
Washington, whose cattle won four first prizes.

The first prize 
produce dam was won the progeny the first 
prize aged cow. The only other herd win more than 
one first prize was that Hart and Gammeltoft Roy, 
Washington, and this group went first the breeder’s

hibited Frank Greenman and Son Fairview, 
Oregon, won first the senior heifer calf class, but came 
strongly the second and third places, winning four 
each, the second prize winnings including two year 
old bull, the two year old cow, the senior yearling heifer 
and the exhibitor’s herd. 


Supplementing the Moulton herd order fill out 
Clark County herd were entries from the Clark Coun- 
Farm, Lloyd Hathaway and Fleming. Mr. 
Hathaway showed senior bull calf and junior heifer 
and won first one class and second the other. 
The Clark County Farm showed junior yearling bull 
and won the class and junior championship nicely with 
him. Fleming won second the aged cow class 
and third the three year old class. 


Combined with the Hart and Gammeltoft herd 
form the Pierce County entries, were groups exhibited 
Noel Buchanan Buckley, and Reise 
Puyallup.

The true value bull should 
based not only the profitable 
Production his daughters, but 
also the proved ability those 
daughters produce progeny that 
also develop into animals 
conclusion based not 
theory but actual facts (after 


probably the most intensive study 
ever completed any dairy breed 
from reproduction standpoint) 
proves, without question, that 
practically all the bulls which 
have been dropped after their dams 
had been forced unnatural meth- 
ods complete larger record than 
they really were capable of, have 
had their vitality weakened such 
extent that their daughters have 
been unable produce progeny 
like ability. 

believe, with the possible excep- 
tion less than half dozen out- 
standing Advanced Register 
bulls, that most the present day 
reproduction can traced directly 
those bulls which were dropped 
before their dam had been forced, 
unnatural methods, complete 
larger record than nature intended. 
Similar conditions will also apply 
all the different dairy breeds.

Imp. France’s Masher 7248, 
the Advanced Register bull, 
has twenty-eight registered daugh- 
ters, twelve which have official 
records and these average 9913 
pounds milk and 463 pounds 
butter fat. his twenty-eight 
registered daughters, find that 
ten them are Great Producing 
Dams. also sired eleven regis- 
tered sons, six which are Ad- 
vanced Register sires. These six 
sons have sired 110 Advanced 
Register daughters and fifty-one 
Advanced Register sons. 

Using the standard value 
that which being used present, 
only production, find that the 
daughters the bull exceed 
the daughters the bull with 
2046 pounds milk and 198 pounds 
butter fat (actual figures not 
estimated maturity are given.) 
However, using the standard 
value, not only production but 
reproduction (the fundamental 
necessity for continued breed pro- 
motion and advancement) find 
entirely different result and their 
value shown comparison. The 
bull has one Great Producing 
daughter while the bull has 
ten Great Producing daughters;

Dairymaid’s Glenwood Pine- 
hurst 26948, the bull, sired 
eighty registered daughters, thir- 
teen which are Advanced Regis- 
ter daughters and these average 
10535 pounds milk and 517 
pounds butter fat. the eighty 
registered daughters find that 
only one them Great Produc- 
ing Dam. also sired eighty- 
three registered sons, only two 
which are Advanced Register sires. 
These two sons have four Advanced 
Register daughters and Ad- 
vanced Register sons. 

Glenwood Boy Haddon 4605, 
the bull, sired fifty-four regis- 
tered daughters, twenty-six which 
are Advanced Register daughtersand 
these averaged 9152 pounds milk 
and 451 pounds butterfat. his 
fifty-four registered daughters 
find that twelve them are Great 
Producing Dams. also sired 
forty-eight registered sons, which 
seventeen are Advanced Register 
sires. These seventeen sons have 
sired 169 Advanced Register daugh- 
ters and fifty-six Advanced Register 
sons. 

From the standpoint the pro- 
duction their daughters, find 
that the bull the better, but 
from the standpoint reproduction, 
far different result found. The 
bull has one Great Producing 
daughter while the bull has 
twelve; the bull has two Ad-

Masher’s Galore 8572, the 
bull, sired forty-one registered 
daughters, twenty-three which 
have official records these 
average 11457 pounds milk and 
541 pounds butter fat. his 
forty-one registered daughters 
find that sixteen are Great Produc- 
ing Dams. also sired twenty- 
four registered sons, nine which 
are Advanced Register sires.

Comparing these two bulls from 
the standpoint the production 
their daughters there very 
little choose between them, but 
from the reproduction standpoint,

The 
system Advanced Register was 
established test out the so-called 
pure breds and keep record 
those that were really pure bred 
when came milk production. 
some few breeders have con- 
tended from the start, pure bred 
Guernsey cow should have the addi- 
tional ability produce milk 
yellow color addition just pro- 
ducing enough qualify for the 
Advanced Register. 

Walter Kerr has 
that cows that have made records 
over 600 pounds butter fat suffer 
from impaired ability the result 
the heavy grain feeding. 
have always thought that the 
trouble with such cows was there 
before they were ever tested 
great many cases. have found 
our own experience eighteen 
years among Guernseys that ab- 
normal ability the pail was al- 
ways accompanied equal ab- 
normalties the opposite direction. 

have one cow that dropped 
her first less than two years 
age and milked over thirty 
pounds day two milkings. She 
second calf when she 
was less than three years old and 
milked high sixty-seven pounds 
day two With her 
third calf, dropped when she was 
still under five years age, she 
milked around fifty pounds day, 
and she never had another calf. 

Now, suppose had saved 
ealf from that cow and bred him 
cows equal ability. What 
would have been the inevitable re- 
sult? would finally have suc- 
ce-ded developing strain

heavy milk producers that would 
also shy breeders very short 
lived! Then would have had 
ever present way 
out for the breeder who has slipped 
up. What would the result 
out From stand- 
point would see Mendel’s law 
operating like traffic cop, switch-

sticking together like military 
formation does when the cop begins 
try break the formation 
and establish well ordered traffic. 
That would outraged Mother 
Nature trying reestablish 
sensible balance again. Mendel’s 
law has been advocated means 
whereby can very easily bring 
about great improvement the 
breed. select only from those 
animals that are outstanding sires 
great milkers, see from Mr. 
Kerr’s investigations that will 
certainly tending breed from 
cows that cannot transmit their 
ability their sons, and will soon 
reach impasse. 

What then, must the prudent 
breeder do? selects from his 
outstanding producers will soon 
out”’ the latent ability his 
herd. Instead all high producers 
will have high producers, non- 
producers, poor producers and 
good percentage shy-breeders. 
does not test every animal and 
select the best breed from will 
have herd that 
and that all! 

Let realize that the science 
breeding teaches that every 
variation, there equal variation 
the opposite (reminds 
somewhat the old rule 
mathematics). other words, 
ideal cow, far 
fecundity and every virtue that 
ordinary scrubs are noted for, will 
almost inevitably mediocre 
producer milk under ordinary 
conditions. This cow has many 
qualities that admire and wish 
have our ideal Guernsey. 
the other hand the abnormal pro- 
ducer has qualities that admire 
and which buyers are willing pay 
large prices for every once 
while. Most not care 
whether cow has world record 
thousand dollar bull, just long 
she can make good profit the 


pail and can give forty pounds 
five per cent milk when feeling fit 
fiddle, will breed regularly 
age fourteen twenty years, and 
give Golden Guernsey milk all 
the time, whether grass not! 
That the ideal should strive 
for first. can learn “im- 
the breed later. 

ceased long ago try breed for 
abnormal production milk and 
butter fat, having learned from 
own and the other fellow’s experi- 
ence that abnormalties not breed 
on, except the detriment the 
herd. thankful the Journal 
for giving the benefit Mr. 
Kerr’s investigations. That the 
sort thing take the Journal 
for. get enough propaganda 
and camouflage outside. need 
more candid articles that try tell 
the raw truth.

After studying the breeding 
the opportunity

tunity were selected and studied. 
found that these twenty 
bulls had sired 1,339 registered 
daughters, which 621, 46.5 per 
cent, were Register 
daughters; also that their 1,339 
registered daughters, 243, 18.1 
per cent, were Great Producing 
Dams. the 1,010 registered 
sons, find that 233 them, 
twenty-three per cent, were Ad- 
vanced Register sires.

Does not this result prove 
beyond any reasonable doubt that 
the after effects forced feeding 
for unnatural records far more 
serious than you believed possible? 


Significant again the fact that 
those same three bulls, 
Plus Ultra 15265, Itchen Daisy’s 
May King Langwater 17349 and 
Langwater Stars and Stripes 21872, 
which violated the theory through- 
out the entire survey, should once 
more prove the greatness their 
dams, together with their 
sires, whose ancestors for genera- 
tions had been handled sane 
and natural manner their breed- 
ers. 

After thoughtfully studying the 
figures and comparisons which 
have presented this series 
articles not believe there can 
remain any question your mind 
but that the animal has proved 
(whether male female) but 
very little permanent value the 
advancement the breed. There 
are few possible exceptions 
animals that have had dams 
cows unusual vitality. 

most heartily agree with Pro- 
fessor Turner his bulletin en- 
titled Comparison Guernsey 
breeding very old and the meth- 
ods improvement have been 
little changed.

have added 151 additional 
bulls the list which great 
majority have proved detriment 
the permanent advancement 
the breed, there can reason 
believe that the situation has 
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been improved within the past 
three years. 

Practically every business con- 
cern, regardless its size, has, 
during the past three four years, 
been forced discard great many 
their methods which had proved 
successful and have adopted entire- 
competition successfully under pre- 
sent business conditions. However, 
before this change took place effi- 
ciency experts and accountants were 
employed analyze thoroughly 
the reasons for this needed change 
and upon their reports the manage- 
ment adopted methods, that 
great many instances were entirely 
different from those which had 
proved successful during the times 
great prosperity. 

Suggestions For Improvement

Conclusions Reached Survey 


concluding this series articles 
wish draw the reader’s 
attention brief summary. want 
reiterate the four points made 
the beginning the series Article 
and several others. 

First, believe the Guernsey cow 
the greatest butter fat pro- 
ducer the world. make that 
statement from the knowledge 
have gained the making this 
intensive study the breed and 
twenty years active management 
Guernseys. Furthermore, be- 
lieve that practically every Guern- 
sey cow, whose close ancestors have 
been handled sane manner 
nature intended they should, and 
whose development from calf 
until she has freshened has been 
along similar lines, will develop 
into profitable producer butter 
fat. 

Second, believe most heartily 
Advanced Register testing when 
sanely conducted and that for 
the continued success the breed, 
fact any herd, official testing 
should continued and every 
animal the herd placed test. 

Third, object seriously the 
present methods official testing, 
forcing the cow unnatural 
manner complete unusual 
record obtain publicity 
through the agricultural press. The 
blood these great cows entirely 
too valuable sacrificed the 
altar publicity. 

Fourth, believe, fact know, 
that there have been few animals 


which have proved exception 
the making 600 pound record, 
and have produced progeny 
that were influence for the ad- 
vancement the breed. 

Fifth, there are number ani- 
mals, due the basis 600 pounds 
which selected make the 
survey on, which are classed 
animals, and which have proved 
great disappointment have 
some the animals. This 
condition due, feel, the fact 
that their dams were forced 
unnatural methods make larger 
record than they were capable 
making naturally, else close 
ancestor was forced. This conclus- 
ion was reached after studying the 
published feed records the dams 
animals which had made records 
less than 600 pounds butter fat. 

Sixth, that the progeny 
class leading cows have had little 
effect upon the development 
the breed. This also applies 
the progeny those cows 
which did not qualify class 
leaders but completed large records. 

Seventh, that every cow qualify 
for the Advanced Register must 
carry her calf least 225 days 
her official test period. other 
words, the two most important 
factors are production and repro- 
duction and these should serious- 
considered the making all 
records. 

Eighth, that the toll from the ef- 
fects forced feeding have been 
too great and everything should 
done discourage and eliminate 
such feeding. 

desire take this opportunity 
publicly thanking the large 
number breeders who have 
kindly written personally con- 
gratulated the survey. There 
has certainly been great many 
when this encouragement 
was needed and sincerely appre- 
ciate their thoughtfulness and in- 
terest.

since June, whereas prices fluid 
milk for city use have continued 
decline. With the general increase 
number cows, low prices feed 
and low level business activity, 
there has been tendency for down- 
ward revisions basic prices 
fluid milk. 

The general decline wholesale 
prices dairy products has been 
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reflected retail prices. From 
January, 1929, October, 1931, 
the retail price fresh de. 
clined fifteen per cent, while retail 
prices butter and cheese declined 
about thirty per cent. 

The demand for dairy products 
has been curtailed the decline 
business activity and payrolls. 
October the Federal Reserve Board 
index industrial production 
seventy-four was fifteen per cent 
lower than year ago and thirty- 
seven per cent less than two years 
ago. declined 
per cent the last year and for- 
ty-seven per cent the last two 
years. payrolls decline further, 
demand for dairy products will also 
decline. conditions improve, the 
demand for dairy products will im- 
prove. 


Foreign Competition Keen 


the last few months the 
unusual financial developments 
abroad and the consequent changes 
relationship between domestic 
and foreign prices have re-empha- 
sized the importance the influ- 
ence foreign competition and de- 
mand upon the dairy industry. 

The abandonment the gold 
standard England and other 
North European countries had the 
effect widening the margin 


domestic over foreign prices, the 


extent the import duty rates. 
the middle October the export 
prices butter Copenhagen and 
number one butter Montreal were 
about fifteen cents lower than the 
price ninety-two score butter 
New York, and several carloads 
Canadian butter were imported 
over the fourteen cent tariff wall. 
The decline domestic prices dur- 
ing the later part October, how- 
ever, reduced the margin domes- 
tic over foreign prices and stopped 
imports. 

Imports cheese into the United 
States for the first ten months 
1931 were thirteen per cent less than 
ing September and October, how- 
ever, imports cheese were about 
twenty per cent larger than year 
ago. With the depreciation the 
currencies some the important 
producing and consuming countries 
Europe, the United States has 
become more favorable market 
for foreign supplies. 

European dairy production during 
1931 appears have been but little 
heavier than 1930. Most the 
increases European supplies have 
come from Southern Hemisphere 
sources, primarily Australia and 
Argentina. 
countries are suffering from the 
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world-wide depression, that the 
foreign demand for dairy products 
has declined. 

Imports fresh milk and cream 
from Canada have practically ceased 
since the increased tariff rates be- 
came effective June, 1930. The 
closing this outlet for Canadian 
milk and cream has been factor 
putting Canada export 
basis for butter and thereby increas- 
ing the competition between domes- 
tic and Canadian butter producers. 
Canadian butter production for the 
first eight months 1931 was esti- 
mated 29,300,000 pounds, 
fifteen per cent larger than year 
ago, and the Canadian balance 
trade butter shifted from net 
importation 34,300,000 pounds 
during the first eight months 
1930 net export balance 
3,400,000 pounds during the same 
period 1931. 

With Canada having surplus 
butter available for export, Amer- 
ican butter producers are faced with 
foreign competition high-grade 
fresh butter, that would have rela- 
tively small transportation charge 
our important markets.
